DAY 


In his first inaugural Governor Frederic T. Grcenhnlge, in assuming 


office in 3894, recommended that Fast Day, observed in April, should 
bo abolished and a holiday to bo known as Patriots Day instituted 
instead. 
The legislature carried out the recommendation and the day 


has since been so observed. 


It commemorates the battle of Lexington, the opening battle of the 


Revolution which led to the founding of this glorious republic, but it 
has a more intimate relation to Lowell for it was on April 19, 1SG1, 
jhnt occurred the first real skirmish of the Civil war. 
That was the 


fight that occtrrred in the streets of Baltimore when Massachusetts 
troops were passing through en route to Washington to defend tho 
capital. 
In that outbreak three Lowell men, Ladd, Whitney and Taylor 


were killed and they thus became the proto martyrs of the war. 


This day is rich in patriotic memories from tho first shot fired at 


Concord and heard around the world to the last fired at Appomattox 
where General Lee surrendered. 
At the present time when we are 


engaged in the greatest of all wars, it is fitting that Patriots Day should 
be observed in the most patriotic manner by all. 
How can this be done? 


There is no public parade, no demonstration, no lectures on our historic 
past, nor yet npon what we purpose doing in the present war. 
But 


today there comes a call to every true American, it is to stand by the 
boys who are drafted, stand by the government in the war, stand by the 
various departments engaged in war work and above all furnish the 
sinews of war, the money with which to conduct the war, with which 


to-strike the enemy with all the nation's might; and while the drafted 
men give their lives you should at least give the government the use of 
your money in buying a Liberty Bond. 
By rendering this service 


and by doing 
our duty 
in 
every respect, 
we can- make 
every 


day a Patriots Day,

The bosses in some factories put in 


double time superintending the work 
of two shifts In succession. No man 
can stand that kind of work very 
long, yet these men bearing the weight 
of. responsibility 
do not 
complain 


Verily, the strain of war work is bear- 
ing hard up_on all who strive to do 
everything 
possible to win the war; 


but It is well to remember that we 
must have conservation of health 
well as conservation of material. It 
is vitally important in every depart- 
ment of war work. 
In this as in 


every other activity of life it.is neces- 
sary to follow the golden mean be- 
tween too little and too much. 


A 
Pittsburs 
atcel 
manufacturer 


complains because his puddlers, mak- 
ing hitherto unheard of wages, don't 
work regularly, and average but five 
days a week. 


Any person who has seen ths pud- 


dler sweating In tho heat of melting 
ore Is not inclined to make him work 
there every day as long as butlers 
stand behind the chairs of the dining 
millionaire and doormen waste their 
energy In opening doors for persona 
perfectly capable of 
opening 
doors 


themselves. Maybe- the puddler, when 
he sees his boss pushing his own chair 
under the dining room table and open- 
Ing his own doors, will do more pud- 
dling. 


Once we were near a vat of boiling 


Iron and we jumped to the conclusion 
that even five minutes of it waa 
enough.
